MaLy people, how­ 
ever) believe that Phlbcater hM made 
hl« fortune In the Alaskan gold field« 
and every train Is now watched by 
anxious friends expecting his return. 


Frank PhliiGater was born at Baroda 
and 1« a handsome man of 40. 
He al­ 
ways carries In his ¡locketa largo sums 
of money and is nev'or without a few 
$100 billi in his inside pocket. No 
man ever spent more money for cigars 
and tobacco than the same Fhiscater 
yet he wan never known to put a chew 
of tlie weed in his mouth or to puff at 
one end of a cigar. 
He is merely a 
good fellow and wanted to make ‘‘the 
boys*’ happy. No man ever inve*iied 
so much in Baroda whiskey as the new 
gold king, but it cannot be said that 
none of the strong drink ever found 
its way down Frank’s throat. He was 
m liberal a drinker as he was a 
treater.

W. 
Hogue remarked that Phiscater spent 


eight month« of every year he «pent 
away and the remaining four months 
he would just sow money In Baroda. 
The people of this village are now too 
busy to get very much excited over 
the Ala«lw finds. 


The last letter received 
from 
Phiscater was written a yevr ago last 
July and was received by his sister, 
Mrs. Henry Narregan. The letter con­ 
sists of nine cliMiely «vrltten pages and 
tells how he crosesd the mountain 
|)asses to reach the land of gold. In 
climbing some of the mountains it was 
necessary to wear spurs on his shoes 
and be describes bitter hardship aud 
suffering. 


Phiscater left Baroda a year ago last 
winter, taking the midnight train at 
Bridgeman. He 
carried 
with him 
$:i,.*IOO, mo.*»tly in $100 bills. This was 
more than he wanted or needed and the 
day befort* his departure he tried to 
loan his friend George Harrison $100 
payable when he returned. Mr. Harri­ 
son didn’t cure uiliorrow and the $3,.‘i00 
went into Prank’s jiocket. 


Living within three miles of Baroda 
are thrl*e of Phiseuter’s brothers and 
one ijister. The brothers pretend to 
believe that they take but little stock 
in the Stories of Frank’s sudden riches. 


There are now in the j)08tottlce here 
twenty letters from nearly every state 
between the Atlantic and the Mississi|>> 
pi awaiiing tlie arrival of the reputed 
gold kin»,'’. The letters of course have 
not been opened but it is sus|)eeted 
that they are from peojile who really 
want to know if the ntories of the un­ 
bounded gold in the northern eoiintry 
are true. Letterf» are coming with every 
mail and if the lucky prospector re­ 
mains away from liome two weeks 
loogei' it will be necoeisary for him to 
enquire a private secretary to read and 
auííwer hi.*» eorreüpondence. 


A false impression is abroad which 
iiarotla people wish corrected. Phis« 
eater has been called a “tenderfoot” 
anti hO on but those wlio know him best 
declare that a country where Frank 
Phiscater can’t make money ought to 
be wiped oft' the map. 
He knows how

has had two wives the last one, it is 
said, lives in Montana.

BARODA ÏÏNT STORE 


Officials of Laice Township Protest 
Against a “ Banitrupt Stocii’' 
Store Under Canvass. 


THE U W WAS APPEALED TO. 


Notices Have Been Poeted In the 
Village and the Store Mu«t 
Pay a Lloenee. 


B a r o d a , July 22.-—f.»ast year a La 
Porte firm dealing in cheap goods, C. 
F. & G. L. Russell, sold goods from a 
tent in this village and got away be­ 
fore tax time. The same firm Is now 
o|)crating a similar business in a tent 
this year. 


As the village is not incorporated 
there is no ordinance against auction 
and bankrupt stocks and no power in 
the village to make the transient ven­ 
der pay a license. There Is a state 
law however which cover« the ground 
but before it can be enforced it is neces­ 
sary to post notices for twenty day«. 
Such notices are now in all the store 
windows and the law will take effect 
Augnst 6.' The bankrupt store wants 
to stay here 30 days and on August 5 
it wiU have been here 20 days. 


Russell claims he has consulted an 
Attorney and will remain to bo arrested 
after August 5 and then intimates that 
he #111 * sue the Lake township for 
damages. 


The law ought to protect the people 
and the local merchants from such 
traveling concerns and the* township 
authorities are determined that the 
tent store must pay its share toward the 
privileges It enjoys. 


SENSATIONAL TRIAL. 


A Sodue Ca«e Attracting Wide At­ 
tention* 


The proceedings before Justice Cady 
brought by Delmer Laplant, of Sodus 
to require Jacob Hershaw to show why 
he should not be compelled to furnish 
sureties to keep the peace was begun 
this morning. The entire forenoon was 
required to secure a jury and when 
sworn the jury was composed of Wil­ 
liam Smith. L. L. Merrill, Myron Peck, 
H. Kneelaud, Allen Sheff and Richard 
Wells. 


The examination of witnessess began 
this afternoon. 
The prosecution is 
represented ijy Prosecutor Valentine 
and Gore & Harvey aud the defense 
by Hammond & Hammond. 
Delmer 
Laplant, the complaining w'itness, was 
the iirst to testify. 
He explained tbat 
Hershaw was the keeper of a butcher 
shop at Sodus and that;their acquaint­ 
ance 'had extended over six years the 
last two years witnessing very un­ 
friendly relations between them. 


The witness had been livintir in the 
family 
of 
John 
Buckman, 
the 
father-in-law of Hershaw and although 
he had been in fear of the defendant 
for two years because of the threats he 
had made he did not feel disposed to 
appeal to the courts for protection un­ 
til June 10 when Hershaw is said to 
have threatened to kill him, flourish­ 
ing a knife over him with dangerous 
recklessness. 


The trial is being held in Jones & 
Sonner’s hall in order that accommo­ 
dation may be afforded to the large 
number from Sodus who are interested 
in the case. 
Tomorrow will be re­ 
quired to conclude the case.

Washington. Julr S3.—The senate con­ 
cluded the formal reading of the tarlfi 
conference report yesterday. 
The de­ 
bate was spiritless In the main. Early 
In the day Jones of Arkansas made a 
contest against the conference commit- 
tee on the ground that it had exceeded 
its authority In so amending the para­ 
graph relating to prtntlns paper as to 
place a retaliatory duty against the 
countries paying export bounty on wood 
pulp. His point of order was debated 
at much length, and finally overruled 
by Vice President Hohart. 
This re­ 
moved the only obstacle thus far en­ 
countered by the report. 
The reci­ 
procity ammidment amd the abandon­ 
ment of the stamp tax on bonds and 
stocks developed much criticism. When 
the senate adjourned yesterday the un­ 
derstanding was general that the final 
vote would be taken on the conDerence 
report not later than tomorrow, but 
there was no formal agreement to^thls 
effect. 


A^loaraaieat la Prebable oa flatarday. 
Both Jones and White, who have been 
leading the opposition to the bill on be­ 
half of the Democrats, expressed the 
opinion that the vote would not be 
postponed beyond this time. Allison also 
stated that while he still considered a 
vote possible today he felt very confi­ 
dent that It would not be postponed 
beyond tomorrow. In the event of a 
vote on the tariff tomorrow final ad­ 
journment is generally predicted for 
Saturday. 
The debate that followed 
Jones* attack on the retaliatory clause 
was mostly on legal points as to what 
were the poweni of conference commit­ 
tees and although It was doubtless In­ 
teresting to the senators who took part, 
it was dry reading for the public. 
Chandler RmImb One Lnttgh. 


There was one laugh raised when 
Chandler, who held to the wide discre­ 
tion of conference 
committees, 
told 
Jones that he (Jones) had ‘‘swallowed 
two tribes of Indians’* on a conference 
report on one of the Indian appropria­ 
tion bills. 


Morgan fleta H I b Whaek at Reed. 
Morgan was a ‘‘strict constructionist,'* 
but he soon got off the subject and 
branched off to the partisamship of the 
bill. The man who would lift the tariff 
out of politics, he said, would be an­ 
other Thomas Jefferson as a benefactor 
to his country. 
The present bill was 
framed on purely partisan lines, and this 
gave the Alabama statesman his chance 
to “take a whack'* at Speaker Reed. 
He referred to the reports that the 
"splendid and ponderous speaker" of 
the house of representatives had secured 
a huge victory on the sugar schedule. 
Morgan thought there must be some 
mistake about the speaker*s success for 
"notwithstanding his ponderosity the 
harder he sits down on a thing the 
higher It rises; notwithstanding his sit­ 
ting down on the sugar schedule, up go 
the prices. If he can*t work the safe­ 
ty valve better than that he had better 
retire from politics." 


Allen UrtngB In the Strike. 


Allen of Nebraska spoke against the 
bill as a whole, and incidentally referred 
to the present coal strike, contrasting 
it with the promises of prosperity. The 
strike would be arbitrated, he said, and 
arbitrated In but one way: namely, in 
favor of the coal baron and against the 
miner, and if the miner protested he 
would meet the baton of the policeman, 
or the bayonet of the tin soldier. 


The house passed a resolution request­ 
ing the president to investigate the re­ 
strictions put upon the sale of tobacco 
in foreign countries under government 
contracts and see If they could not be re­ 
moved so as to make a market for our 
surplua Adjourned to today.

This car ferry will consist of boats 
upon each of which can be placed 
twenty-six loaded freight cars.

arrangement now exists between New- 
¡>ort News and Norfolk, Va. 


It Is reckoned that 165 miles are 
saved from the Canadian Pacific to the 
Atlantic coast by the route.

I soon became painfully 
aware of the fact tliat it literally 
swarmed with fleas and other vermin. 
In vain did 1 exhaust my stock of pep- 
! per. Even turpentine seemed to have 
! no eflfecfc beyond increasing the recklesa 
activity of these irritating settlers. 


At last, in despir, I threw my ru| 
down on an ant hill. In less than half 
an hour every flea and objectionable

Washington had dne in 
his second oabinst, lie being Jamss Mc­ 
Henry of Maryland, who was.appointed 
secretaiy of war Jan. 87,1796. McHeniy 
was also secretary of war nnder Presi­ 
dent John Adams. 


The next **Mo” to be chosen to a cabi­ 
net position was John McLean of Ohio, 
who was appointed postmaster general 
by Fresiaent Monroe June S6, 18d9. 
President John Quincy Adams contin* 
ned McLean as postoaster general dar­ 
ing his administration. 


Andrew .Jackson, remembering his 
ancestry, made a “Mo** leoretary of the 
treasury. This was Louis McLane of 
Delaware. His appointment was made 
Ang. 18, 1881. Two years later (May 
20, 1838) Jackson made McLane secre­ 
tary of state, he succeeding Bdward 
Livingston of Lonisiana. 


In 1841 President John Tyler went to 
Ohio for a **Mo’* for secretary of war, 
olKMMing John McLean, who had been 
postmaster general in Monroe’s cabinet 


President Millard Fillmore had a 
* 'Mo** for secretary of the intteior. This 
was Robert McClelland of Michigan, 
who was appointed« March 7, 1868. 


Msrch 7, 1865, President Lincoln ap­ 
pointed Hngh McCnlloeh of Indiana sec­ 
retary of the treasury, which position 
he filled while Andrew Johnson was 
president. 


The secretary of war nnder President 
Hayes was a *‘Mc.” This was George 
W. McCrary of Iowa, who was appointed 
March 12, 1877, and was succeeded by 
Alexander Ramsey of Minnesota Deo. 
12, 1870. 


The next "*Mc” to ait in the cabinet 
was Wuyne MacVeaghof Pennsylvania, 
who was attorney general nnder Presi­ 
dent Garfield. 


There have been'four secretaries of 
war whose names begin with Me, ’ ’ two 
secretaries of the treasury, two post­ 
masters general, one secretary of the 
inteKíor and one attorney general. 


Of the letters following the **Mc*’ 
three have been G’s (three distinct per­ 
sons, three different positions), two have 
been H’s (the same person, same posi­ 
tion), four L’s (two persons, five posi­ 
tions), one V.—Salt Lake Herald.
